S. Army officer although several

Ben Gurion’s message said that 
Marcus was killed at hi»s post “ in 
the hills of Jerusalem” while he 
was trying to open the road to get 
food through to the people of 
Jerusalem.”

Many of the w'estern sectors 
viewed the move as the newest 
phase of the battle of Berlin. If

The Allies cir­ 
cumvented that crisis by flying 
in passengers and supplies, but it 
would be impassible to fly enough

R ussian Explanation 


British officials said the R us­ 
sians contended they had to em-

This is just as important as using

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We Are Facing A Problem of School Needs 


The school authorities of Washington C 
H. hav e b een doing a lot of head-scratching 
on the prob lem of finding adequate room 
space for school children, especially in the 
grades, in certain parts of the city. 
The prob lem here is b eing faced else­ 
where nearly all ov er the country, accord­ 
ing to reports, which means that some con­ 
scientious thinking and hard-headed solu­ 
tions are due. 
In this city many of those who hav e giv ­ 
en some thought to school housing condi­ 
tions and are seeking to v iew the situation 
in a constructiv e and unselfish way, declare 
that Washington C. H. faces the necessity 
of a new b uilding program and some def­ 
inite remodeling of perhaps at least two of 
the present grade b uildings to meet press­ 
ing needs. They also suggest that the people 
of the city might as well realize that this 
is a prob lem which cannot long b e ev aded. 
Furthermore it is pointed out that a well 
carried out surv ey should b e made to de­ 
termine just what may he the needs of an­ 
other IO to ‘20 years so that no snap judg­ 
ment or temporary plan 
will b e decided 
upon, one which will b e found inadequate 
or otherwise out of line within three 
or 
four years. 
According to findings of Henjamine I* me, 
educator-editor of the New York Times 
and Louis I. Dub lin, life insurance statis­ 
tician, within sev en years there will b e 24 
million school children going into school in 
this country that today are already crowd­ 
ed with ab out 19 million now enrolled. 
By i9 60 this figure will leap to 34 mil­ 
lion. School b uildings, teaching staffs and 
lab oratory and much other 
e q u ip m e n t are 
declared 
inadequate 
today. 
Generally 
throughout the nation the staggering prob ­ 
lem of pupil increase is not b eing planned 
for. 
The U.S. Office of Education says that 
eight b illion dollars must b e spent in mod­ 
ernizing elementary b uildings. 
This does 
not touch high school requirements, or any 
new b uilding p rogra m . The N a tion a l Edu­ 
cation Association says that 15,000 new ele­ 


mentary teachers are b eing graduated from 
colleges this month. By Septemb er 150,000 
new teachers will b e needed. 
It is time for America to cut her b udget 
as regards unnecessary frills 
and 
ov er­ 
staffed offices in gov ernment political of­ 
fices or in schools themselv es, and to put 
the keen American 
mind on underwriting 
the actual needs of American b oys and girls.

The b ody's need for a particular 
food, they feel, will stimulate the 
appetite for it. fhnce this is b y no 
means true, they are largely “ kid­ 
ding” themselv es when they reason 
further that if they eat what they 
like, th -y w ll inev itab ly get all the 
food elements necessary to good 
heal ti I 
To demonstrate more clearly how 
unreliab le appetite alone can b e a. 
a guide to a proper diet, some recent 
studies were carried out with ani­ 
mal sub jects 
It was found that the animals did 
seem to hav e some sort of an ab ility 
to select certain minerals and v ita­ 
mins on the b asis of what they 
needed. But, when it came to protein 
foods, such hi are ob tained from 
meat, eggs, fish, and mille, their ap­ 
petite was definitely not an adequate

This is particularly t» ue 
in v iew of the many artificial and 
highly processed food ■ which con- 
i stitute a great nart of the diets com­ 
monly employed.

j pendant for persons to know what 
foods supply the necessary v itamins, 
I minerals, and proteins and to make 
j sure that these foods are included 
j in the daily diet.

IF YOU hav e a “sour” spot In 
your Freedom garden and you 
don t 
now what to do with it, 
plant b lueb erries for they require 
an acid soil. 
If you hav e found that rho* 
dodendrons and mountain laurel 
do well in your garden soil, you 
can 
prob ab ly 
grow 
b lueb erries 
with success in it. 
Blueb erries also require good 
drainage, yet they want a moist 
soil 
This can b e created b y dig­ 
ging in peat moss, cow manure 
and rough compost m aterial 
Any 
or all of these m aterials will aul 
the sod in holding moisture, ald 
seration and act as fertilizers. 
Set out good-sized plants, two 
years old or older 
The stronger 
root systems of the b etter de­ 
v eloped plants will minimize fail* 
ure to surv iv e transplanting 
But 
b e st of all you won t hav e to v t ait 
so long for b erries 
There are three types of b lue­ 


b erries: tall growing, medium and 
a low or spreading type. Stanley, 
one of the new and most prom­ 
ising of the high-growing v arie­ 
ties and Cab ot, a popular, low, 
spreading type, are illustrated in 
the accompanying Garden-Graph. 
In most home gardens, the low, 
spreading v arieties prob ab ly are 
the most practical. Howev er, two 
or three v arieties should b e in­ 
cluded in ev ery planting for it is 
necessary to hav e cross pollina­ 
tion to ob tain maximum fruiting. 
If your garden soil is sweet, 
th* area intended for a b lueb erry 
planting can b e made acid b y the 
use of chemicals to make the sod 
more sour These can b e ob tained 
from almost any garden supply 
store. 
Blueb erries hav e shallow roots 
and atter the plants are set they 
should hav e a mulch of oak leav es 
or similar materials spread under 
them.

Hill W arns Against 
Shooting Off Illegal 
Explosives in City 


The sale or shooting off of fire­ 
works will not be tolerated 
in 
Washington C. 
H. 
during 
the 
Fourth of Tuly season. Fire Chief 
George R. Hall warned Saturday 
A state law banning fireworks 
will be rigorously enforced, Hall ! 
said. 
Fireworks not only are danger­ 
ous to the individual because of 
possible injuries, but also to the 
community 
because of possible 
fires 
which may be caused by 
their use, Hall pointed out. 
“ Each year, 
problems of fire 
protection are further complica- j 
ted by accidents and fores caused 
by fireworks during the time be­ 
fore and on the day of celebration 
of our independence," Hall said 
The law cited by Hall outlaws 
possession for sale, actual sale or 
explosion of any fireworks. 
Ordinary cap pistols, toy canes j 
and a very few other devices do j 
not come 
under 
the law, Hall 
said. Sparklers also may be pur­ 
chased and displayed. 
There is no law forbidding the 
display 
of fireworks 
at 
such 
events as county or state fairs, 
carnivals or festivals, 
provided 
written permission has been ob- 1 
tained from the fire i hief of a city 
or village or sheriff of a county, 
Hall said. 
Persons 
found 
disobeying the 
law may find themselves running 
up against state officials as well 
as local law enforcement officers.
